We have added this variety on account of 
the large hedge apples or seed balls which they bear in 
great abundance, We have been shown conclusive proof 
‘that these seeds are relished by fox squirrels, rabbits, 
blue jays, cardinals and other winter birds, This infor- 
mation was furnished by the president of prominent 
Fish and Game Club of Ohio. These trees are easily 
transplanted. Perfectly hardy and can stand extreme 
temperature changes and drougth. A good conservation 
tree for soil erosion, windbreak and for screen planting 
in difficult places. We do not recommend this tree for 
lawn or street planting but for game food and bird 
shelter, it is a fine plant.

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HARDY LARGE-FLOWERED PENTSTEMONS 


Garnet—This is the first of a new strain of hardy, 
large-flowering Pentstemons. Heretofore, the only 
large-flowering Hybird Pentstemons available were 
the Gloxinoides which are not hardy in the North. 
Pentstemon Garnet is of spreading habit and pro- 
duces a succession of bloom from June until stopped 
by frost, The Gloxina-like flowers are a rich garnet 
color, and are gracefully placed on stems 12 to 18 
inches tall. The plants have from six to a dozen 
spikes continually throughout its flowering season. 
The flowers are excellent for cutting and last a week 
or more in water.
